Tauzin  wants  teeth 
in  electronic 
eavesdropping  law 

Law  would  affect  radio  amateurs 


Another  bill  introduced  in  Congress  to 
beef  up  prohibitions  against  electronic 
eavesdropping  has  scanner  enthusiasts  and 
equipment  makers  worried  and  could  affect 
some  Amateur  Radio  equipment.  HR 
2369,  the  Wireless  Privacy  Enhancement 
Act  of  1997,  was  introduced  by  Rep  Billy 
Tauzin  of  Louisiana.  If  passed,  it  would  - 
among  other  things  —  amend  the  Commu¬ 
nications  Act  of  1934  to  ban  the  sale  of 
scanning  receivers  capable  of  receiving 
transmissions  on  any  frequency  allocated 
to  any  Commercial  Mobile  Radio  Service 
(CMRS).  The  CMRS  is  a  relatively  new 
umbrella  designation  of  subscriber-based 
radio  services  that  act  like  telephone  ser¬ 
vices.  In  addition  to  cellular  telephone, 
such  services  include  commercial  paging 
services,  commercial  air-to-ground  ser¬ 
vices,  offshore  radiotelephone,  personal 
communication  services,  and  specialized 
mobile  radio  services. 

HR  2369  would  prohibit  receiving, 
divulging,  publishing  or  using  any  inter¬ 
cepted  transmission,  and  subject  violators 
to  substantial  fines.  It  also  would  make  it 
illegal  to  modify  equipment  so  that  it  may 
be  used  to  unlawfully  intercept  or  divulge 
radio  communications.  The  FCC  would  be 
charged  with  investigating  complaints  and 
enforcing  the  stiffer  regulations. 

As  currently  drafted,  the  bill  appears 


to  affect  equipment  available  to  scanner 
enthusiasts,  hams  who  use  scanning  trans¬ 
ceivers  to  receive  out-of-band,  and  hams 
who  use  out-of-band  capability  for  volun¬ 
teer  work.  It  would  not  affect  ham  fre¬ 
quencies,  per  se.  The  League’s  Legislative 
and  Public  Relations  Manager,  Steve 
Mansfield,  N1MZA,  says  the  ARRL  is 
studying  the  bill  to  determine  its  long  term 
implications  for  ham  radio  and  ham  gear. 
The  ARRL  has  contacted  Tauzin’s  office 
to  express  its  concerns,  and  Mansfield  says 
the  League  "will  continue  to  work  with 
members  of  Congress  to  have  the  bill 
modified  to  reflect  the  needs  of  the  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  community." 

The  Tauzin  bill  comes  fast  on  the  heels 
of  very  similar,  but  less-stringent,  legisla¬ 
tion  proposed  by  Rep  Edward  Markey  of 
Massachusetts  (see  The  ARRL  Letter,  Vol 
16,  No  29).  The  ARRL  has  met  with 
Markey’s  staff  to  discuss  the  negative 
implications  of  HR  1964  for  Amateur 
Radio.  That  bill  was  not  given  much 
chance  of  passage. 

An  incident  last  year  in  which  House 
Speaker  Newt  Gingrich’s  cellular  tele¬ 
phone  conversation  was  illegally  inter¬ 
cepted,  taped  and  published  by  the  media 
prompted  calls  in  Congress  for  stronger 
anti-eavesdropping  legislation.

New  law  appears  to  fail  federal  pre-emption  doctrine  in 
several  legal  areas  of  PRB-1;  Federal  Court  suit  possible 


A  new  anti-tower  law  in  the  City  of 
Milwaukee,  apparently  inspired  by  the 
proliferation  of  cellular  telephone  towers, 
is  a  uniform  law,  making  no  exceptions, 
not  even  hobby  and  public  service  towers, 
which  is  the  purpose  they  serve  for  radio 
amateurs  and  thereby  the  public  for  whom 
hams  provide  public  service  and  safety 
communications  at  no  taxpayer  expense. 
The  law  has  not  yet  taken  effect. 


The  law,  as  interpreted  below,  also 
apparently  fails  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  PRB-1,  the  Federal  Doctrine  of  Pre- 
Emption  over  local  control  of  amateur 
towers.  To  erect  a  tower  over  40  feet  in 
height,  a  $300  application  fee  must  be  paid 
and  public  hearings  held.  More  informa-

With  the  opening  of  Gate  3  on  August  6,  1997,  the 
FCC  has  established  a  firm  deadline  for  receipt  of 
application  fees  to  accompany  electronic  vanity  call  sign 
applications.  Payments  for  electronic  applications  must 
be  received  by  the  FCC’s  fiscal  agent,  Mellon  Bank, 
within  10  days  of  the  application  date  or  the  application 
will  be  dismissed.  The  FCC  is  not  yet  equipped  to  handle 
on-line  electronic  payments.  While  the  FCC  now  says  it 
must  have  the  applicable  fee  in-hand  before  it  processes 
an  application,  a  spokesperson  at  the  FCC’s  Gettysburg 
office  said  this  should  not  negate  any  "electronic  advan¬ 
tage.  "  She  explained  that  as  of  the  opening  of  Gate  3,  the 
Commission  plans  to  process  applications  no  sooner  than 
10  days  after  receipt.  So,  if  the  fee  has  been  paid  on 
time,  electronic  filings  still  should  be  first  into  the 
hopper.

The  FCC  seeks  comments  within  30  days  on  the 
ARRL’s  Petition  for  Rulemaking  (RM  9150)  that  asks 
the  Commission  to  improve  the  way  it  addresses  serious 
Amateur  Radio  rules  violations  (see  The  ARRL  Letter, 
Vol  16,  No  16).  The  petition,  filed  in  late  March,  calls 
on  the  FCC  to  "create  a  streamlined,  privatized  enforce¬ 
ment  process"  to  handle  and  adjudicate  the  most  serious

We  have  noted,  with  more  than  just  a  little  interest, 
that  the  Good  People  in  Washington  want  to  expand  the 
meaning  and  coverage  of  the  Electronic  Privacy  Act. 
This  move  was  apparently  set  in  motion  when  someone 
down  south  released  a  recording  of  House  Speaker  Newt 
Gingrich  talking  on  a  cellular  telephone.  The  law  as 
proposed  would  pretty  much  ban  the  use  of  receivers  that 
can  hear  anything  out  of  the  ham  radio  bands.

So,  here  is  the  big  question:  Who  is  really  responsi¬ 
ble  for  that  Gingrich  cell  call  being  audible  to  anyone 
who  has  a  receiver  that  hears  those  frequencies?  Is  it  the 
owners  of  those  receivers?  No. 

The  name  of  the  game  here  is  money.  Money,  as  in 
millions  and  millions  of  dollars  in  cell  telephone  service 
profits  for  the  cell  companies.  And  they  are  culpable 
when  events  like  this  occur.  Encrypting  technology  that 
works  and  works  very  well  is  available  right  now.  But 
what  is  cheaper,  buying  some  congresspersons  (under  the 
guise  of  "lobbying"),  or  adding  encryption  equipment  to 
the  cell  systems?  You  got  it.  This  legislation  is  not  issue- 
driven!  It  is  profit-driven.  Them  that  has,  gets. 

The  more  they  get,  the  more  they  want.  And  do  they 
ever  want  more!  How  could  any  reasonable  individual 
occupying  a  seat,  and  having  a  few  working  brain  cells, 
in  the  House  or  Senate  actually  buy  the  cell  industry’s 
claim  that  is  listeners  who  are  at  fault  when  encryption 
is  easily  done.  But,  it  would  cost  the  cell  industry  more 
to  encrypt  than  to  buy  a  law,  one  which  will  be  99.99% 
unenforceable.

NEW  WEATHER  RADIOS  WITH  "SAME'

Now  that  the  severe  weather  season  is  in  full  swing, 
and  most  Amateur  Radio  storm  spotters  have  probably 
had  some  unwelcome  and  unexpected  visitations  from 
nearby  lightning,  high  winds,  hail,  and  flooding,  you 
may  be  thinking  that  its  time  for  an  additional  weather 
radio  for  the  home,  office,  or  personal  use.  The  idea  of 
a  second  weather  radio  is  extremely  appealing  since  the 
Sullivan  NWS  has  been  doing  "live"  broadcasts  on 
selected  severe  weather  events. 

For  the  past  2-3  years  this  publication  has  been 
talking  about  a  new  type  of  weather  radio  that  would  be 
programmable  using  what  is  called  Specific  Area  Mes¬ 
sage  Encoding  (SAME).  Although  industrial  grade 
weather  radios  with  SAME  have  been  around  for  several 
years,  they  also  featured  industrial  strength  prices  (up  to 
$500)  and  a  variety  of  technical  features  that  most  ham 
operators  could  handle,  but  the  average  consumer  would 
have  great  difficulty  with. 

Now,  the  Radio  Shack  Corporation  has  become  one 
of  the  first  to  announce  plans  to  manufacture  a  limited 
feature  SAME  weather  radio  for  under  80  dollars. 
Distribution  is  tentatively  set  for  after  August  1997,  with 
the  model  120-0249  also  set  for  display  in  their  upcom¬ 
ing  fall  catalog. 

Some  of  the  new  generation  weather  radios  that  have 
Specific  Area  Message  Encoding  (SAME)  functions  will 
allow  users  to  receive  NOAA  Weather  Radio  products 
on  an  "event  specific"  and  "county  specific"  basis  versus 
having  their  alarm  "go  off  for  all  1050  hertz  alarms  that 
apply  to  the  entire  coverage  area  of  each  transmitter 
(which  may  be  a  40  mile  radius  and  apply  to  8-12 
average  sized  counties). 

From  the  mid  1970’s  thru  the  mid  1990’s  NDAA 
Weather  Radio  used  only  one  alarm  tone  for  all  watches, 
warnings,  and  emergency  announcements  to  activate 
receivers  throughout  the  transmitters  service  area.  Thus, 
everyone’s  radio  was  turned  on  for  all  tornado  warnings, 
etc. ,  in  all  the  counties  served  by  the  monitored  transmit- 
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ter  —  even  though  the  storm  was  miles  away  from  your 
area,  and  moving  away  from  your  location. 

With  full  function  SAME  weather  radios  the  percep¬ 
tion  of  being  "over- warned"  as  noted  by  many  weather 
radio  users  will  be  eliminated.  Specific  Area  Message 
Encoding  will  allow  weather  radio  users  to  program  their 
new  weather  radios  to  ’alarm’  only  for  the  specific 
message  (tornado,  severe  thunderstorm,  flash  flood,  etc.) 
affecting  only  a  specific  area  (county /parish). 

Besides  serving  the  general  public,  emergency 
managers,  the  media,  industry,  and  others,  SAME  has 
been  designated  as  the  method  by  which  most  National 
Weather  Service  warnings  and  emergency  information 
will  enter  the  new  Emergency  Alert  System  (EAS)  which 
became  effective  January  1st,  1997.  SAME  will  allow 
warnings  to  interrupt  cable  and  TV  programming, 
including  automated  radio  station  formats,  or  activate  a 
users  external  alarm  device,  and  then  at  the  end  of  the 
warning  announcement  automatically  reset  the  users 
equipment  to  its  previous  configuration. 

Using  the  EAS-SAME  technology.  Radio,  TV,  and 
Cable  stations  can  now  broadcast  the  audio  and  text  of 
the  weather  warnings  simultaneously  (if  desired)  as  it  is 
being  aired  on  the  NOAA  weather  radio  station.  TV 
viewers  will  see  the  text  at  the  top  of  their  screens  and 
hear  the  audio.  Commercial  radio  station  listeners  would 
hear  the  audio,  and  the  new  weather  radios  equipped 
with  SAME  will  also  briefly  state  the  message  on  their 
LCD  displays. 

Amateur  operators  involved  with  skywam  or  emer¬ 
gency  response  activities  should  carefully  evaluate  the 
features  and  functions  of  these  new  radios  once  they  hit 
the  market  since  performance  will  vary  with  each 
manufacturer.  At  the  request  of  the  Milwaukee  Area 
SKYWARN  Association,  Radio  Shack  has  forwarded  an 
advance  product  info  sheet  regarding  this  new  program¬ 
mable  weather  radio.  Those  features  are  listed  on  our

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No.  46:  DOS's  INTERNAL 
AND  EXTERNAL  COMMANDS 

Windows,  Windows,  Windows.  That's  all  we  hear  today.  However,  there  are  still 
plenty  of  us  that  still  use  good  old  DOS  for  a  significant  part  of  our  day-to-day 
computing  activity.  For  example,  even  though  1  am  writing  this  using  MS-Word  in 
Windows  95,  when  I  finish  and  back  up  the  article  to  a  floppy,  I  will  exit  Windows  and 
use  DOS  to  do  it.  For  me,  it  is  simpler,  faster  and  safer  to  do  it  that  way.  And  to  repeat 
the  statement  I  have  made  in  previous  articles,  when  you  exit  Windows  95  you  are  in 
DOS  7.  Version  7  is  the  upgrade  from  DOS  6.22  on  which  Windows  95  depends.  It  is 
plain,  old,  vanilla  DOS,  though  it  has  been  improved  over  the  previous  version. 

I  thought  it  might  be  useful,  for  those  who  use  DOS  occasionally  or  more  often,  to 
review  internal  and  external  commands.  Knowing  the  difference  can  give  you  insight  into 
why,  for  example,  you  get  the  message  “Bad  command  or  filename”  when  you  type  a 
command  that  you  thought  was  correct.  This  article  will  tell  you  why,  and  give  you  the 
background. 

The  file  COMMAND.COM  is  a  DOS  program  that  supervises  all  interaction  with 
you,  the  human  user.  It  watches  the  keyboard  to  see  if  you  typed  anything,  and  if  you 
do,  it  is  the  part  of  the  operating  system  which  tries  to  interpret  and  carry  out  your 
commands.  But  that  is  not  all  it  does. 

In  the  early  days  of  computing,  a  very  wise  programmer  who  was  designing 
COMMAND.COM  decided  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  put  some  of  the  most 
important  little  programs  like  DIR  and  DEL  and  COPY  directly  inside 
COMMAND.COM,  and  that  is  where  they  are  today.  If  you  do  a  search,  you  won’t  find 
any  little  program  lying  around  called  DIR.COM  or  DEL.. COM  or  COPY.COM, 
because  the  program  code  for  these  functions  is  contained  right  inside 
COMMAND.COM.  Actually,  there  are  quite  a  number  of  these  little  programs  inside  it. 
Here  is  a  complete  list  with  a  very  abbreviated  description  of  what  each  does:

Delete  a  file. 

Show  a  file  directory. 

Controls  the  information  DOS  shows  on  the  screen. 
Same  as  DEL. 

Close  the  COMMAND.COM  session. 

Looping  command  for  batch  files. 

Controls  moves  within  batch  files. 

Decision  making  step  in  batch  files. 

Load  a  program  into  upper  memory. 

Make  a  subdirectory. 

Change  or  display  COMMAND. COM’s  search  path. 
Display  the  message:  “Press  any  key  to  continue". 
Change  the  command  prompt. 

Remove  a  subdirectory. 

Labels  a  line  in  a  batch  command  as  a  remark. 

Rename  a  file  or  group  of  files. 

Display  or  create  environmental  variables. 

Moves  the  position  of  parameters  in  a  user  command. 
Change  or  display  the  system  time. 

Display  a  complete  filespec  for  a  file. 

Copy  a  file  to  the  screen. 

Display  the  DOS  version  number. 

Display  the  disk  volume  ID. 


That’s  a  lot  of  stuff!  And  that  is  why  COMMAND.COM  is  a  relatively  big  program, 
as  DOS  programs  go  (54,645  bytes  for  MS-DOS  6.22). 

That  means  that  if  you  had  a  computer  with  only  the  operating  system  on  the  hard 
drive  (just  the  two  hidden  files  10. SYS,  MSDOS.SYS  and  COMMAND.COM),  if  you 
typed  DIR  at  the  command. prompt,  COMMAND.COM  would  display  a  directory  on 
your  screen.  That’s  because  the  programming  code  that  displays  the  directory  is  located 
right  in  COMMAND.COM  itself.  DIR  is  called  an  internal  command  for  that  reason. 

All  other  DOS  commands  use  separate  programs,  such  as  the  commands  CHKDSK, 
DISKCOPY,  FORMAT,  MEM  and  SYS,  and  these  are  called  external  commands  since 
they  are  not  inside  COMMAND.COM.  If  you  look  in  the  DOS  directory  on  your  hard 
drive,  you  will  find  the  programs  CHKDSK.EXE,  DISKCOPY.COM,  FORMAT.COM, 
MEM. EXE  and  SYS.COM,  among  the  others  found  there.  In  the  hypothetical  computer 
mentioned  previously  with  only  the  three  operating  system  files  on  it,  if  you  typed  MEM, 
COMMAND.COM  would  look  inside  itself  first,  and  then  on  the  hard  drive,  for  a  file 
named  MEM  with  the  extension  EXE,  COM  or  BAT.  Having  found  no  such  program, 
COMMAND.COM  would  send  you  the  old  familiar  message  “Bad  command  or 
filename" . 

That  is  why  the  PATH  command  is  so  important.  The  PATH  command  tells 
COMMAND.COM  where  to  look  for  files,  after  it  looks  inside  its  own  “belly”  and  does 
not  find  the  command  there.  Without  the  PATH  statement  in  your  AUTOEXEC.BAT  to 
tell  COMMAND.COM  where  to  search,  COMMAND.COM  will  not  look  in  the 
appropriate  subdirectories  to  find  the  program  you  want  to  run.  PATH  is  a  road  map  for 
COMMAND.COM. 

Had  the  programmers  who  devised  DOS  been  more  creative  and  sensitive  to  the  way 
that  humans  think,  the  “Bad  command  or  filename”  message  might  have  looked  like  this: 
“I  can’t  find  the  program  you  want  to  run;  perhaps  you  typed  its  name  incorrectly” .  That 
would  have  made  a  lot  more  sense  to  most  of  us.  Happy  computing!

The  Little  LEO  industry  that  has  been  seeking  access  to  spectrum  below  1  GHz, 
including  amateur  bands,  is  about  to  have  one  less  player.  On  July  14,  CTA  Incorporated 
of  Rockville,  Maryland,  and  Orbital  Sciences  Corporation  of  Dulles,  Virginia,  announced 
an  agreement  for  Orbital  to  purchase  CTA’s  satellite  manufacturing  and  communications 
service  business  units.  The  deal  is  expected  to  close  in  August. 

Orbital  is  already  in  a  joint  venture  with  Teleglobe  to  provide  Little  LEO  services 
through  Orbital  Communications  Corp.  (ORBCOMM).  ORBCOMM’s  system  is  already 
licensed  and  is  operational  on  a  limited  basis.  Uplinks  are  2400  bps  FSK  in  the  148-149.9 
MHz  band  and  user  downlinks  are  4800  bps  FSK  in  the  137-138  MHz  band,  with 
beaconing  in  the  400-401  MHz  band.  In  its  press  release  announcing  the  acquisition, 
Orbital  said  that  a  CTA  service  it  had  purchased,  called  GEMtrak,  may  be  expanded  to 
use  the  ORBCOMM  network  in  the  future.  GEMtrak  is  a  system  for  tracking  truck 
trailers  and  rail  cars  and  their  cargoes. 

ARRL  Executive  Vice  President  David  Sumner,  K1ZZ,  noted  that  the  combining  of 
CTA’s  satellite  business  with  ORBCOMM’s  will  reduce  by  one  the  number  of  companies 
seeking  Little  LEO  licenses.  "CTA  was  one  of  the  companies  that  sponsored  the 
ill-conceived  and  controversial  ‘flexible  allocation’  proposal  that  we  had  to  oppose  earlier 
this  year,"  he  said.  "ORBCOMM  did  not  endorse  the  flexible  allocation  concept." 

The  Little  LEO  issue  is  on  the  agenda  for  the  World  Radiocommunication  Conference 
(WRC-97)  to  be  held  this  fall.  ARRL  Technical  Relations  Manager  Paul  Rinaldo,  W4RI, 
is  a  member  of  the  US  delegation.  The  US  is  now  finalizing  its  proposals  for  the 
conference.  At  this  point,  no  US  Little  LEO  proposal  for  WRC-97  would  affect  ham 
radio.

lx  I  call  sign  rules 

New  FCC  rules  to  obtain  one-by-one  call  signs 
for  special  events  have  been  implemented,  and  four 
coordinators  have  been  authorized  to  handle  call  sign 
requests.  Hie  first  special  event  call  sign,  W3W,  was 
coordinated  August  20  at  the  request  of  the  Scranton 
Pocono  Amateur  Radio  Klub  (SPARK)  of  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania.  W3W  will  be  activated  October  11-12, 
1997,  during  the  Steamtown  Marathon. 

•  On  August  18,  the  FCC  authorized  the  ARRL, 
The  W5YI  Group  Inc  of  Arlington,  Texas,  the 
Western  Carolina  Amateur  Radio  Society A^EC  Inc  of 
Knoxville,  Tennessee,  and  the  Laurel  Amateur  Radio 
Club  Inc  of  Laurel,  Maryland  to  ’ ’coordinate,  main¬ 
tain  and  disseminate  a  common  database  of  amateur 
station  special  event  call  signs.”  The  National  Con¬ 
ference  of  Volunteer  Examiner  Coordinators 
(NCVEC)  maintains  a  shared  database  so  that  both 
requesters  and  coordinators  will  know  which  call 
signs  are  available  at  any  given  time. 

The  FCC  says  that  special  event  lxl  call  signs  are 
authorized  for  use  ”in  conjunction  with  an  event  of 
special  significance.”  This  suggests  an  event  with 
high  public  visibility,  as  opposed  to  a  routine  ham 
radio  contest  or  other  operating  event.  However,  a 
special  event  call  sign  could  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  a  contest  if  one  were  to  occur  within  the  call 
sign  reservation  period. 

The  four  special  event  call  sign  coordinators  have 
the  authority  to  determine  if  a  request  is  in  keeping 
with  the  intent  of  the  special  event  call  sign  system. 
Any  licensed  amateur  may  request  a  special  event  call 
sign.  Call  signs  may  be  requested  up  to  one  year  in 
advance  of  their  use  on  the  air.  Call  signs  normally 
will  be  granted  for  periods  of  15  days  or  less.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  limited  number  of  call  signs  available, 
requesters  are  encouraged  to  limit  their  requests  to  the 
duration  of  the  special  event. 

A  block  of  750  call  signs  is  available  for  use  in 
the  special  event  call  sign  system.  Hie  format  of  each 
lxl  call  sign  consists  of  a  single  letter  K,  N  or  W 
prefix  followed  by  a  single  numeral,  0  through  9, 
followed  by  any  single  letter  except  the  letter  X, 
which  is  not  available  to  amateur  stations.

ion  is  available  from  Scott  Frakes,  KB9PRG,  at  (414) 
353-0941. 

A  telephone  call  from  the  BSSS  editor  to  Mayor  John 
Norquist’s  office  and  subsequent  discussion  with  a  media 
spokesman  in  the  mayor’s  office  produced  a  verbal 
statement  that  the  new  law  was  never  intended  to  apply 
to  amateur  towers  and  does  not  apply  to  amateur  towers. 
Apparently  this  indicates  that,  although  the  written 
exemption  is  not  not  in  the  new  law,  as  it  was  in  previ¬ 
ous  laws,  it  is  still  and  will  supposedly  remain  in  effect 
after  November  1,  1997.

The  note  should  ask  Mayor  Norquist  to 
return  the  Transmission  Tower  Ordinance  to  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  for  further  consideration  so  that  the  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  community  can  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  City  of  Milwaukee  residents  with  FAX  capability 
may  FAX  their  note  to  the  mayor’s  office  at  286-3191. 
Be  sure  to  include  your  city  street  address. 

(2)  If  you  do  NOT  live  in  the  City  of  Milwaukee, 
you  are  asked  to  call  the  Milwaukee  Radio  Amateurs’ 
Club  hotline  (466-HAMS)  to  offer  your  services.  The 
MRAC  will  be  getting  out  a  mailing  to  all  City  of 
Milwaukee  hams  by  first-class  mail,  urging  them  to 
contact  Mayor  Norquist,  and  hams  living  outside  the  city 
can  help  in  that  work. 

Please  remember  to  NOT  contact  Mayor  Norquist  if 
you  do  not  live  in  the  City  of  Milwaukee.  If  you  do 
contact  him,  please  be  polite  and  brief.  Ask  only  that  the 
ordinance  be  returned  to  the  Common  Council  for  further 
consideration. 

A  copy  of  the  bill  can  be  obtained  from  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Reference  Bureau,  City  Hall,  200  E.  Wells  Street, 
Milwaukee,  WI  53202.  Ask  for  file  number  970241. 

Analysis  of  the  Bill:  by  Scott  Frakes,  KB9PRG 

(The  ordinance  is  quite  lengthy  and  technical.  This 
summary  is  basically  what  the  bill  says  regarding  towers 
in  residential  areas  and  the  impact  it  will  have  on  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  operators.) 

On  July  25,  1997,  the  City  of  Milwaukee  Common 
Council  approved  a  substitute  ordinance  that  changes 
much  of  the  previous  ordinances  in  the  city  in  regard  to 
transmitter  towers.  This  ordinance,  sponsored  by  Aider- 
man  D’Amato,  allows  for  a  tower  to  be  a  permitted  use 
if  the  height  of  the  tower,  which  includes  any  antennas 
or  attachments  above  the  tower,  is  not  higher  than  your 
zoning  district  height  limit.  The  height  limit  in  residential 
areas  is  generally  40  feet.  If  your  tower,  with  antenna, 
is  below  40  feet,  this  is  a  permitted  use  and  a  building 
permit  for  an  accessory  structure  would  only  be  needed. 

However,  towers  over  the  zoned  height  limit, 
provided  they  do  not  exceed  two  times  the  district  height, 
would  be  special  uses.  Towers  that  would  be  special  uses 
would  require  the  owner  of  the  tower  to  submit,  to  the 
department  and  to  the  to  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals, 
gjan  and  other  permit  application  material  which  demon¬ 
strate  that  the  facility  will  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  paragraph  c,  will  serve  the  public  convenience  of 
residents  of  the  city  and  will  be  consistent  with  other 
paragraphs.  If  the  tower  should  exceed  two  times  the 
district  height  limit,  it  would  require  a  variance. 

Some  of  the  requirements  for  a  special  use  permit  are 
that  the  tower,  if  freestanding,  have  at  least  a  setback 
from  any  property  that  contains  one  or  more  dwelling 
units  of  at  least  25%  of  the  height  of  the  tower  from  the 
property  lines  of  such  abutting  property.  Also,  if  the 
tower  is  located  within  1000  feet  of  any  dwelling  unit, 
the  tower  owner  shall  take  whatever  steps  the  board  finds 
necessary  to  protect  such  dwelling  units  and  structures 
from  undesirable  impacts  of  the  tower.  This  may  include 
landscaping,  provision  of  informational  materials  about 
the  construction  and  operation  of  the  tower,  and  schedul¬ 
ing  of  informational  meetings  with  owners  and  residents 
of  abutting  properties  to  discuss  the  tower  proposal.  The 
fee  for  a  hearing  before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  is 
set  at  $300.00  for  towers. 

In  addition,  towers  mounted  on  buildings  (example, 
a  home)  or  other  structure,  would  be  permitted  if  they 
are  less  than  20  feet  in  height,  or  25%  of  the  height  of 
the  building  or  structure,  whichever  is  less.  The  defini¬ 
tion  of  a  "tower"  as  provided  in  this  ordinance  could 
include  a  tripod.  So,  this  ordinance  may  even  restrict 
tripods  on  rooftops,  with  masts  and  antennas.  It’s  not 
uncommon  for  someone  to  have  a  5  or  10-foot  tripod, 
with  a  10  to  15-foot  mast,  with  a  10  to  25-foot  antenna 
attached  to  the  mast. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Amateur  Radio  towers 
and/or  antennas  are  not  exempt  in  writing  from  this 
ordinance  as  they  were  in  the  past.  Also,  existing 
towers  could  be  exempt  from  this  ordinance  and

would  be  deemed  "legally  non-conforming". 

Anyone  with  an  interest  in  Amateur  Radio,  whether 
or  not  they  have  or  intend  to  erect  one,  should  be 
concerned  about  this  ordinance.  It  is  to  take  effect 
November  1 ,  1997.  All  City  of  Milwaukee  amateurs  are 
urged  to  write  to  their  Alderperson  and  to  Alderperson 
D’Amato.  I  feel  that  if  enough  people  write  about  this  to 
their  legislators,  that  the  Amateur  Radio  exemption  may 
be  restored.  I  don’t  believe  the  Zoning  Committee  was 
aware  of  the  Amateur  Radio  operators’  needs,  and 
the  service  they  provide  to  the  community.  It  is  clear 
in  this  case,  as  they  were  confusing  CB  operators  with 
Amateur  Radio  in  their  testimony. 


response  to  concerns  over  commercial  transmission 
towers,  specifically  cellular  phone,  personal  communica¬ 
tions  systems,  and  High  Definition  TV.  This  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  Amateur  Radio  or  even  someone 
wanting  to  put  up  a  receiving  antenna. 

So,  please  write  to  your  Alderman  and  to  Alderman 
D’Amato.  Perhaps  some  of  the  (Milwaukee)  clubs  could 
get  together  and  form  a  panel  to  go  before  the  Zoning 
Committee  to  testify  and  represent  the  Amateur  Radio 
community.  It’s  up  to  Amateur  Radio  operators  to  get  as 
many  people  to  take  action  on  this,  or  there  will  be  little 
chance  of  getting  the  ordinance  changed.

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Milwaukee  Mayor  John  Norquist 
explains  city’s  tower  law 

In  response  to  BSSS '  inquiry  about  the  new  tower  ordinance  in  Milwaukee, 
the  following  was  received.  The  new  law  becomes  effective  November  I,  1997. 

Thank  you  for  contacting  my  office  with  your  concerns  about  the  City’s  new 
tower  ordinance.  1  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  explain  my  position  on  this 
important  issue. 

I  recognize  the  many  positive  impacts  ham  radio  operators  have  on  the  city. 

They  have  my  understanding  and  respect  as  citizens  who  clearly  provided 
valuable  public  services  to  our  community  for  a  variety  of  events  and  disaster 
situations. 

But  that  is  not  the  issue.  The  purpose  of  the  transmission  tower  ordinance  is 
not  to  debase  ham  radio  or  preclude  any  new  towers.  It  is  designed  to  balance  the 
interests  of  broadcasters,  telecommunication  services,  and  ham  radio  operators 
with  the  interest  of  area  residents  who  would  be  affected  by  the  construction  of 
new  towers. 

To  ensure  that  all  interests  are  taken  into  account,  each  new  tower  proposal 
will  require  review  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  for  locations  in 
single-family  zone  districts  or  those  that  exceed  height  limits.  I  want  to  assure 
you  that  the  Board  also  recognizes  ham  radio  operators’  valuable  community 
service,  and  will  undoubtedly  take  this  into  consideration  when  deciding  any 
specific  proposal .  Resident  and  applicant  testimony  alike  will  be  given  the 
Board’s  full,  impartial  attention. 

The  basic  premise  behind  the  new  ordinance  is  that  government  should  not 
create  a  favored  class.  In  other  words,  if  there  is  a  public  purpose  to  have 
transmission  tower  regulations  at  all,  then  those  regulations  should  apply  to  all 
towers  equally.  Exemptions  should  not  be  given  on  the  basis  of  who  owns  or  uses 
those  towers.  Now,  even  police  and  other  public  communications  towers  will  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  as  everyone  else. 

Yet,  please  know  that  all  existing  towers  are  permitted  as  is  under  the  new 
ordinance.  Even  if  an  existing  tower  exceeds  the  height  limits  specified  in  the 
ordinance,  it  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  operation. 

Thank  you  again  for  contacting  me  with  your  concerns.

Hello  again  everyone.  While  fall  air  is  rushing  toward 
us  much  faster  than  we  all  would  like,  we  can  at  least  take 
comfort  in  the  arrival  of  one  thing  in  Wisconsin  -  Football! 
Not  a  football  fan?  Well,  1  do  hope  you  like  raking  leaves, 
then. 

As  we  look  into  fall,  there  are  a  number  of  interesting 
packet  radio  developments  in  Wisconsin  to  tell  you  about. 
With  any  luck,  we  will  see  improvements  in  our  packet 
network  arrive  just  in  time  for  winter  -  the  prime  packet 
radio  season. 

Fr.  Bill  Jablonski  has  been  doing  "extra  duty"  these 
days  trying  to  get  the  central  Wisconsin  6-meter  corridor 
operating  again,  and  has  had  some  good  success.

Bill's  handiwork  has  also  been  evident  in  getting 
other  nodes  in  his  area  working  on  6  meters.  A  hearty  thanks 
is  in  order  from  everyone  who  uses  the  Wisconsin  Network. 

Joel,  N9BQM  is  among  those  who  are  working  toward 
getting  a  site  in  Nielsville  going.  This  is  a  UHF  Backbone 
node  set  to  link  into  Eau  Claire.  He  also  plans  to  "clean-up" 
some  of  the  UHF  nodes  and  upgrade  the  radios  at  other  sites. 
Currently,  he  is  waiting  for  the  radios,  which  are  in  the 
process  of  being  modified . 

Also  comes  word  that  the  "cross-lake  link"  for  folks  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  state  will  once  again  be  operational 
soon.  The  hangup  has  not  been  on  the  Algoma,  Wisconsin 
side,  but  rather  in  Michigan.  For  a  variety  of  reasons,  the 
node  in  Empire,  Michigan  has  been  down  tor  quite  some 
time.  Which  was  a  shame,  as  it  was  not  up  too  terribly  long 
before  other  equipment  malfunctioned  and  damaged  the 
radio  (and  the  TNC).  This  was  (and  still  is)  a  great  study  of 
UHF  propagation  over  water,  and  we  never  really  got  much 
of  a  chance  to  work  with  it.  Hopefully,  the  work  will 
continue  fora  long  time. 

One  of  the  attractions  of  going  across  the  pond  was  a 
packet-to-  internet  gateway  that  Dave,  N8IT  has.  These  arc 
becoming  more  and  more  common,  and  a  new  one  has 
sprung  up  for  the  folks  in  the  Fox  River  Valley.  John, 
N9RJZhashad  an 

experimental  gate  going  now  for  a  couple  of  months. 
The  fun  recently  came  to  an  end  (temporarily)  when  the 
computer  he  was  using  died.  Never  fear,  the  reconstruction 
of  the  gateway  has  begun.  It  may  well  be  a  couple  of  weeks 
before  he  is  ready  to  accept  visitors,  but  we  will  spread  the 
word  when  he  is  ready.  You  will  know  he  is  back  up  if  you 
see  N9RJZ  on  the  heard  list  of  #96APL  (in  Appleton). 

The  only  remaining  news  is  a  meeting  date.  As  it 
stands,  we  are  trying  to  arrange  the  next  WAPR  meeting. 
We  also  plan  to  conduct  the  long-awaited  TCP/IP  seminar 
that  was  postponed  when  I  could  not  make  the  meeting  we 
had  originally  scheduled  it  for.  Look  for  the  announcement 
on  your  local  packet  BBS. 

Please  also  consider  this  a  direct  appeal  for  your 
attendance.  If  you  have  wondered  what  WAPR  is  all  about, 
thought  about  coming  to  a  meeting  and  never  did,  please  try 
to  make  this  one.  I  have  recently  received  news  that  NEDA, 
the  North  East  Digital  Association,  is  losing  steam.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  progressive  packet  radio  organizations  in  the 
country.  Let's  not  let  this  kind  of  thing  get  the  best  of  us  in 
Wisconsin.  Please  stop  by  and  check  our  meeting  out.  I  think 
you  will  find  it  time  well  spent.

Using  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  31 

by  Andy  Nemec.  KB9ALN 

Someone  once  said,  in  describing  packet  radio,  that  it 
is  a  mode  that  is  looking  for  it's  "niche".  One  may  easily 
draw  that  conclusion  these  days  from  simple  observation. 
Not  all  packeteers  use  the  mode  for  the  same  thing.  Some  use 
it  for  information,  reading  everything  that  comes  off  the 
BBS.  Some  use  the  Sale  ads  on  the  BBS  to  keep  track  of 
pricing  on  used  gear.  Some  use  it  to  communicate  with  their 
buddies,  and  still  others  use  it  to  chase  rare  DX.  In  fact,  one 
can  almost  call  packet  radio  a  tool  rather  than  a  particular 
mode  in  the  traditional  sense. 

While  it  might  not  be  obvious  to  the  casual  observer. 


this  is  what  packet  radio  is  becoming  -  a  resource  more  than  a 
preoccupation.  At  least  to  some  members  of  the  packet 
community,  it  is  regarded  more  as  a  utility  than  a  passion. 
Which  is  not  a  bad  way  to  look  at  it  when  you  pursue 
emergency  communications  as  part  of  the  hobby  we  call 
Amateur  Radio.  Packet  radio  can  become  a  valuable  tool  in 
emergency  communications,  rather  than  a  replacement  tor  a 
particular  way  of  doing  things. 

While  1  have  not  experienced  every  kind  of  disaster 
operation,  there  are  some  that  I  and  other  amateurs  have 
experienced.  In  the  process  of  dealing  with  these  disaster 
scenarios,  packet  radio  has  revealed  itself  as  a  rather  helpful 
resource. 

What  can  you  ure  packet  radio  for  in  an  emergency? 
Well,  there  are  things  that  packet  radio  is  simply  not  cut  out 
to  do.  If  everyone  used  packet  exclusively  as  a  means  to 
report  storm  activity,  the  Sky  warn  program  would  be  of 
questionable  value.  However,  there  are  some  areas  where 
packet  has  found  it's  "niche" . 

In  the  case  of  the  Skywam  system,  it  can  certainly  aid 
meteorologists  in  getting  information  before  a  net  control 
operator  is  able  to  get  to  the  NWS  office.  Many  such 
operations  configure  the  packet  station  to  print  out  incoming 
messages  so  that  meteorologists  can  read  storm  reports 


before  the  net  control  operator  arrives.  While  voice  is  often 
the  quickest  and  most  efficient  method  to  convey  severe 
weather  reports,  it  does  no  good  when  there  is  nobody  on  the 
other  end  of  the  radio  circuit.  This  is  one  tool  that  the 
Skywam  people  can  find  useful. 

And  we  can't  neglect  APRS.  The  Automated  Position 
Reporting  System  can  provide  "pinpoint"  coordinates 
eliminating  any  confusion  as  to  a  spotter's  location.  While 
these  packets  do  not  travel  through  a  network  well,  they 
certainly  can  be  used  locally,  with  the  coordinates  relayed 
via  a  conventional  method. 

After  the  storm,  many  ham  radio  operators  accompany 
the  Red  Cross  on  Damage  Assessment  rides.  An  operator 
with  voice  capabilities  and  a  laptop  can  cover  both  a  quantity 
of  information  and  satisfy  a  need  for  immediate 
communications.  Nothing  beats  packet  for  passing  a 
quantity  of  information.  What  can  take  a  long  time 
conveying  via  voice  can  be  sent  in  minutes  via  packet. 
Damage  assessment  data  can  be  saved  on  the  laptop  and 
uploaded  later,  calls  for  immediate  needs  can  be  handled  by 
voice. 

1  have  also  found  that,  when  working  with  Kewaunee 
County  RACES,  packet  is  a  helpful  tool  there.  When  long 
lists  of  any  nature  need  to  be  transferred,  packet  provides  an 
easy  way  to  do  this.  We  had  a  drill  "casualty"  list  that  would 
have  taken  10  minutes  to  send  and  verify  by  voice.  With  a 
good  typist  on  the  other  end,  we  were  able  to  send  it  easily  in 
seconds  to  our  Public  Information  Officer  in  Green  Bay. 

When  working  the  Weyauwega  train  derailment,  we 
found  two  good  uses  tor  packet.  First,  it  was  a  good  backup 
to  our  voice  radio  path  to  the  Division  of  Emergency 


Management  offices  in  Madison.  The  second  was  to  have  a 
method  of  conferring  with  the  folks  in  Madison  without 
anyone  easily  overhearing  our  conferences.  Emergency 
coordinators  often  have  fears  of  someone  (from  the  press  or 
general  public)  overhearing  part  of  a  conversation  and 
misinterpreting  what  they  hear.  Packet  is  a  little  tougher  to 
listen  in  on,  partly  because  of  the  equipment,  and  partly 
because  of  the  way  it  comes  across  the  screen  when  you  are 
monitoring. 

This,  and  the  ability  to  sit  back  and  carefully  compose  a 
note  made  our  jobs  easier  -  we  could  think  of  what  we  needed 
to  talk  about  rather  than  trying  to  remember  it  on  the  fly. 
And  we  did  not  have  to  be  quite  as  diligent  in  our  choice  of 
wording.  Of  course,  we  never  did  forget  that  someone  could 
listen  in  on  our  conversation .  That  comes  with  the  territory. 

As  you  can  see,  packet  can  be  a  useful  tool  when 
working  in  emergencies.  In  the  next  few  installments,  we 
will  explore  the  mechanics  of  incorporating  Packet  Radio 
into  your  emergency  operations.
